SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


FIRST  SESSION. 

Wednesday  Morning,  July  10,  1895. 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  met  in 
Teachers'  Assembly  Hall,  Morehead  City,  at  10  o'clock 
a.  m.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  President  J.  Hal.  Bob- 
bin, of  Raleigh. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Glenn,  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  invoked  the 
Divine  blessing  upon  the  Association  and  its  members  in 
the  following-  words: 

O  God,  Thou  art  eternal;  Thou  art  a  spirit.  Thou  hast  to  do  will 
things  eternal  and  spiritual,  and  we  know  that  Thou  hast  to  do  also  with 
things  transient  and  material.  We  are  persuaded  that  there  is  no  power 
or  good  apart  from  Thee.  Therefore  we  would  not  enter  upon  the  busi- 
ness of  this  Association  without  invoking  Thy  blessing.  We  recognize 
Thy  goodness  in  all  the  past.  We  know  that  this  meeting  is  another  token 
of  Thy -protecting  care.  Thou  hast  kept  us  and  brought  us  together  and 
not  we  ourselves;  yea,  Thou  hast  shielded  us  from  a  thousaud  dangers  and 
brought  us  to  see  this  glad  hour.  For  these  and  all  other  blessings  accept 
our  most  humble  thanks.  We  ask  Thy  blessing  upon  the  deliberations  of 
this  Association,  upon  all  its  officers  and  members,  and  may  the  Holy 
Spirit  direct  in  all  that  shall  be  done  and  said.  May  peace  and  harmony 
prevail  among  these  Thy  servants;  prepare  them  for  their  peculiar  call- 
ing;, save  them  from  sin  of  every  sort,  and  while  absent  from  their  homes 
wilt  Thou  guard  their  every  interest?  Grant  them  a  safe  return  to  their 
families,  refreshed  and  strengthened  for  the  work  that  is  set  before  them. 
Again  we  ask  Thy  presence  in  this  meeting.  Direct  us  in  all  things. 
Help  us  to  be  good  men,  and  finally  bring  us  to  the  home  of  the  just,  for 
jesus'  sake.      Amen. 
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The  President  introduced  Mr.  W.  L.  Arendell,  who  oil 
behalf  of  Morehead  City  delivered  the  following  address  of 
welcome: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  been  requested  by  the  Mayor  of  our  little  town  by  the  sea  to 
perform  the  pleasant  duty  of  extending  to  you  in  his  name  a  cordial  wel- 
come, not  only  to  our  health-giving  breezes,  but  to  our  homes. 

Yours  is  a  profession  that  has  made  immense  strides  in  recent  years, 
and  there  is  no  computing  the  debt  of  gratitude  that  suffering  humanity 
owes  to  your  labors.  In  1617  the  apothecary  and  the  grocer  were  one 
and  the  same.  In  that  year  your  profession  was  acknowledged  as  a  dis- 
tinct one  and  licensed.  From  then  until  now  your  march  has  been  on- 
ward and  upward.  Time  would  fail  me  to  tell  one-half  of  what  you  have 
accomplished  for  the  alleviation  of  suffering  and  the  prolongation  of  life. 
But  go  on  in  your  good  work.  God  has  many  secrets  hidden  in  the  store- 
house of  Nature  yet  unrevealed,  and  there  are  undreamed  of  heights  in 
your  profession  that  will  yet  be  attained  through  the  same  earnestness 
and  diligence  that  have  characterized  you  in  the  past. 

I  can  remember  when  every  man  in  our  State,  without  regard  to  his 
qualifications,  had  a  perfect  right  to  compound  and  sell  drugs.  But 
chiefly  through  your  efforts  safeguards  have  been  established,  and  the 
day  will  soon  come,  if  you  keep  up  your  organization,  when  the  sick  and 
suffering  everywhere  in  North  Carolina  may  repose  implicit  confidence 
in  the  skill  and  integrity  of  the  dispenser  of  medicine. 

Again,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  in  behalf  of  our  people  I  bid  you 
welcome. 

The  President  called  upon  Mr.  P.  W.  Vaughan,  of  Dur- 
ham, to  respond.      He  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  .  Xrendell: 

Your  words  of  welcome  sink  deep  into  our  hearts  and  will  ever  be 
cherished  by  those  of  us  who  are  so  fortunate  as  to  be  present. 

Last  year  our  Convention  was  held  in  the  "Land  of  the  Sky";  to-day  we 
meet  within  the  sound  of  old  ocean.  We  have  met  here  to-day  to  discuss 
questions  of  interest  not  only  to  ourselves,  but  to  the  people  of  North 
l  arolina. 

During  the  last  decade  the  profession  of  pharmacy  has  made  rapid 
strides  The  science  of  chemistry  alone  has  made  such  wonderful  progress 
till  to-day  she  stand--  pre-eminent  in  the  galaxy  of  modern  sciences.  Dis- 
coveries are  continually  being  made,  and  one  might  as  well  try  to  stop  the 
resistless  lashings  of  the  mighty  Atlantic  as  to  stop  the  progress  and 
research  that  are  being  made  in  the  scientific  world  at  the  present  day.  Our 
own   State  has  just  made  a  most  wonderful  discovery  in  the  economical 
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manufacture  of  acetylene  gas  so  that  it  may  be  used  for  illuminating  pur- 
poses. On  its  appearance  the  moon  has  been  paled,  electric  illumination 
distanced  and  the  sun  almost  made  to  blush. 

Synthetic  chemistry  is  playing  an  important  part  in  the  sciences  of  the 
day.  It  has  even  invaded  the  field  of  food  production.  It  may  be  that 
the  chemist  of  the  future  will  be  able  to  make  all  the  necessaries  of  life 
by  synthesis.  Sugar  and  fat  have  recently  been  made  in  the  laboratory. 
I  see  that  an  invention  has  recently  been  patented  by  which  sugar  is  to  be 
made  on  a  commercial  scale  from  two  gases  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  one 
cent  a  pound. 

We  may  yet  sit  down  to  a  warm  breakfast  of  factory-made  beef-steak 
and  sweeten  our  coffee  with  sugar  made  by  the  synthetical  chemist.  But  I 
am  consuming  too  much  time.  I  might  go  on  for  an  hour  and  speak  of 
the  possible  discoveries  yet  to  be  made  in  the  scientific  world  in  the  closing 
years  of  the  nineteenth  century,  but  I  have  said  euough.  Speaking  as 
the  representative  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  I 
accept  your  hospitality,  and  we  will  make  ourselves  at  home. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  and  there  being  a  quorum 
present  the  President  declared  the  Association  organized 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  having  appeared 
in  the  published  Proceedings,  on  motion,  the  reading  of  the 
same  was  dispensed  with. 

The  absence  of  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee 
being  noted,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  President 
appoint  three  members  to  fill  vacancies. 

Motion  carried. 

Mr.  B.  E.  Sedberry,  of  Fayetteville,  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal, 
of  Wilson,  and.  Mr.  T.  A.  Hood,  of  Smithfield,  were  ap- 
pointed. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Yearby,  of  Durham,  moved  that  the  con- 
sideration of  applications  for  membership  be  postponed  un- 
til the  evening  session. 

Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

The  President,  having  called  First  Vice-President 
Vaughan  to  the  chair,  read  his  annual  address: 
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Fellow-members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

After  several  years  itinerant  migration  we  are  back  again  at  Moreheari, 
having  repaired  hither  from  the  wearisome  cares  of  our  every-day  life  to 
this  haven  of  rest  and  pleasure,  whence  a  very  acceptable  surcease  awaits 
us.  All  are  doubtless  familiar  with  the  surroundings,  and  it  remains  for 
us  only  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  many  opportunities  at  our  disposal  to 
experience  the  fullest  measure  of  happiness,  even  though  it  be  for  so 
short  a  time. 

The  interval  that  has  elapsed  since  our  last  convocation  has  been  fraught 
with'  many  disastrous  measures,  affecting  the  best  interests  of  the  retail 
pharmacists  throughout  the  State.  Complex  questions,  of  a  broader  scope, 
have  also  arisen  whereby  scientists  all  over  the  country  have  been  agitated. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  I  have  not  been  unmindful  of  theen- 
joymeut  of  the  many  blessings  of  health  that  have  attended  us  in  the  pur- 
suit of  our  avocation,  nor  have  I  entirely  ignored  the  innumerable  scien- 
tific triumphs  which  have  come  to  light,  hitherto  unsuspected.  Many 
new  and  useful  remedies  have  come  to  stay,  whilst  a  greater  number  are 
undergoing  a  probation  state,  at  the  same  time  serving  the  purpose  of 
gratifying  the  passion  for  novelty.  The  materia  medica  has  been  greatly 
enriched  by  these  additions,  the  more  valuable  of  which,  possessing 
marked  therapeutic  value,  will  undoubtedly  find  their  way  into  the  forth- 
coming revision  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  (1900).  The  present 
edition,  which  has  only  been  iu  use  for  a  short  time,  is  the  greatest  work 
of  its  kind,  and  cannot  be  matched  anywhere  in  the  world. 

One  of  the  distinctive  features  of  this  period  is  the  quest  for  discovery 
and  invention.  Our  craft  has  figured  conspicuously  as  a  factor  in  these 
happenings.  Further  reference  on  this  line  will  be  made  during  the 
course  of  my  remarks.  First  of  all,  I  wish  to  direct  your  attention  to  the 
evils  with  which  we  are  beset. 

The  evolution  of  the  tablet  fad  is  a  matter  for  our  consideration,  but, 
iu  my  opinion,  it  is  destined  to  be  short-lived.  The  zenith  of  its  popu- 
larity has  already  been  reached,  and  it  will  likely  expend  itself  iu  a  com- 
paratively short  time.  Nearly  all  intelligent  physicians  who  have  carefully 
investigated  the  practicability  and  therapeutic  effect  of  this  mode  of 
administration  have  not  adopted  it,  for  the  reason  that  galenicals  are,  as 
a  rule,  deprived  <>f  their  efficacy  when  subjected  to  the  methods  employed 
in  the  manufacture  of  these  medicaments. 

When  the  legislative  Solons(?)  who  masqueraded  under  the  guise  of 
the  people's  representatives  assembled  at  Raleigh  in  the  early  part  of  the 
present  year,  and  it  became  definitely  known  to  he  largely  composed  of 
the  lowest  and  most  ignorant  type  of  men  possible  to  be  gotten  together 
iu  North  Carolina,  it  was  very  evident  to  the  minds  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  this  Association  that  there  was  nothing,  tending  to  the 
strengthening  and  upbuilding   of  our  calling,    to    he    expected    at    their 
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hands.  Premonitions  warned  and  foretold  of  the  approach  of  danger.  It 
was  decided  to  ask  no  favors,  but  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  all  unwise 
legislation  that  might  have  a  tendency  to  transmute  what  had  been  diffi- 
cultly accomplished  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  Notwithstanding  the 
watchfulness  and  strenuous  efforts  put  forth  the  druggists  of  the  State 
were  virtually  knifed  to  the  very  heart.  The  culmination  of  their  perni- 
cious work  requires  every  dealer  in  drugs  and  seeds  to  pay  a  purchase 
tax  forty  times  as  great  as  that  exacted  from  other  merchants.  To  say 
the  least  this  is  a  great  injustice  and  gross  discrimination  against  a  class 
upon  which  society  is  so  largely  dependent.  The  law  is  already  being 
operated,  and  if  we  fail  in  our  efforts  to  secure  its  nullification  serious 
disaster  and  inestimable  loss  to  the  mercantile  and  professional  features 
of  our  occupatiou  will  surely  result. 

Does  the  State  show  the  proper  appreciation  for,  and  duly  estimate, 
the  sacrificial  and  philanthropic  work  we  are  performing  for  our  fellow- 
beings  by  thus  robbing  and  defrauding  us  of  the  well-earned  but  meagre 
fruits  of  our  labors?  Let  us  reason  together  and  devise  a  means  of  unty- 
ing the  cords  that  fetter  and  grind  us.  Gentlemen,  the  question  confronts 
you,  and  I  recommend  that  you  handle  it  with  gloves  off. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  very  few  druggists  have  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  affixed  for  the  privilege  of  dispensing  on 
prescription  spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors.  The  limited  quantities 
handled  of  these  official  and  at  times  much  needed  medicines  render  it  so 
expensive  that  we  have  been  compelled  to  exclude  them  from  our  stock 
entirely.  If  we  were  to  pay  this  exorbitant  and  onerous  tax  we  would 
furnish  a  practical  demonstration  of  its  legality  and  our  submission.  I 
do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that,  with  perhaps  a  few  exceptions  in  the  larger 
towns  where  there  is  a  sufficient  and  legitimate  demand  to  justify  one  in 
complying  with  the  regulations,  there  would  be  a  great  temptation  and 
great  danger  of  compromising  our  professional  reputation  and  prostitut- 
ing our  noble  calling,  in  violation  of  section  7  of  our  Code  of  Ethics,  by 
overstepping  the  line  constituting  the  gulf  that  separates  the  pharmacist 
from  the  rum  seller  ! 

The  restrictions,  legally  enacted,  under  which  pharmacy  is  practiced  in 
North  Carolina  are  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  confining  the  preparation, 
dispensing  and  sale  of  medicines  to  properly  qualified  and  regularly  edu- 
cated druggists,  thereby  affording  the  highest  good  and  greatest  protec- 
tion to  mankind.  It  behooves  us,  as  the  custodians  of  public  safety,  to 
seek  to  strengthen  the  existing  imperfect  requirements  for  registration. 
Competency  and  talent  readily  manifest  themselves,  and  with  a  relative 
view  to  determining  these  essentials  every  person,  without  any  reservation, 
applying  for  license  to  practice  within  our  borders  should  first  be  com- 
pelled to  undergo  a  rigid  examination  before  the  State  Board.  Examples 
have  recently  been  aired  bearing  on  this  subject  which  ultimately,  I 
trust,  will  have  their  influence. 
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I  heartily  concur  in  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  admirable 
address  of  ex- President  Patch,  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  pertaining  to  the  establishment  of  a  National 
Pharmacy  Commission,  and  the  enactment  of  a  National  Pharmacy  Law, 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniformly  practical  examinations,  which 
would  entitle  and  establish  interstate  registration  throughout  this  great 
land,  and  place  pharmaceutical  efficiency  far  in  advance  of  what  it  now 
is.     I  invite  the  serious  consideration  of  this  suggestion. 

The  subject  of  tax-free  alcohol  has  of  late  given  rise  to  much  discussion. 
The  two  sides  to  this  great  question  have  their  advocates.  All  agree  and 
are  of  one  mind  that  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  particularly  medicine, 
should  be  exempt  from  this  barrier  which  has  so  long  existed;  but  the 
particular  point  involved  rests  upon  the  practicability  and  the  pecuniary 
advantage  to  accrue  from  the  refunding  of  this  tax  under  the  proposed 
expensive  requirements  regulating  the  conditions  to  prevent  fraud  and 
avert  resulting  loss  of  revenue  to  the  government.  It  is  contended  that 
the  aggregate  rebates  to  the  retailer  would  be  far  less  than  the  expense  of 
conforming  to  the  prescribed  environments  by  reason  of  the  limited 
quantity  of  alcohol  employed  by  him,  whereas  the  manufacturers  and 
patent  medicine  men  would  gain  an  advantage  so  overwhelming  by  this 
discrimination  that  the}-  would,  in  a  very  short  time,  monopolize  the 
making  of  our  shop  preparations  in  which  alcohol  enters  as  a  menstruum. 
If  this  be  true  we  would  be  more  completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  promul- 
gators of  the  insidious  proprietaries,  which  have  already  caused  their 
menacing  influences  to  be  felt  by  us.  Nor  does  it  cease  here.  Our 
merchandise  (for  such  it  would  be)  would  undergo  a  depreciation  in 
value,  by  reason  of  such  unequal  differentiation,  and  reduce  our  aggregate 
transactions  to  a  minimum,  nearly  beyond  the  point  of  sustenance— not- 
withstanding the  necessity  for  skillful  service  would  be  eliminated. 
Shall  we  enter  our  protest  against  the  law  as  it  stands,  and  ask  that  it  be 
abolished?  And  when  this  is  done  shall  we  not  make  an  effort  to  secure 
revised  national  legislation  tending  to  the  material  reduction  of  the  tax? 

So  marvelous  have  been  the  strides  of  progress  in  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical research  that  the  resultiug  discoveries  and  achievements  are  truly 
wonderful.  An  exact  science  has  displaced  empiricism,  and  the  newer 
synthetical  remedies,  which  have  been  deduced  from  inorganic  substances, 
are  destined  to  take  the  place  of  many  old  Formulae  composed  strictly  of 
organic  matter. 

Preliminary  education  is  the  foundation  upon  which  to  rest  the  cap- 
stone of  practical  experience  and  college  training,  and  it  is  therefore  of 
the  highest  importance  that  due  care  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of 
apprentices.  The  college  and  drug  journals  are  to-day  wielding  a  mighty 
influence  for  good  to  future  ages  by  the  dissemination  of  chemical  and 
pharmaceutical  knowledge  aud  enlightenment.     They  promote  a  healthy 
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growth  and  cultivation  of  the  human  mind.  Substantial  encouragement 
should  be  tendered  them  by  a  liberal  patronage. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  would  be  materially  aided  in  the  prosecution  of 
violations  of  the  law  if  the  Pharmacy  Act  provided  that  every  licentiate 
conducting  a  business  be  required  to  conspicuously  exhibit  his  Certificate 
of  Registration — in  which  event  the  burden  of  proof  would  rest  entirely 
with  the  offender.  As  the  law  now  stands  it  is  necessary  to  establish 
the  fact  in  court  that  he  is  not  qualified,  which  entails  a  costly  litigation, 
for  which  there  is  no  provision  made. 

The  feasibility  of  having  two  grades  of  licentiates  was  never  regularly 
disposed  of,  and  I  trust  you  will  deem  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  take 
some  action  in  regard  to  it  at  this  meeting.  Other  States  have  found  that 
it  works  advantageously,  because  it  has  a  double  significance.  For 
instance,  the  bright  and  energetic  apprentice,  on  the  other  hand,  would 
have  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  recompense  for  his  services  commensurate 
with  his  intrinsic  worth,  while  on  the  other  there  would  be  a  tendency  to 
check  and  also  diminish  the  increasing  and  alarm  ug  number  of  stores  con- 
tinually springing  into  existence — many  of  which  are  to  no  purpose  beyond 
the  withdrawal  of  a  portfon  of  patronage  from  the  more  deserving.  The 
law  could  easily  be  constructed  so  that  only  a  higher  registered  pharmacist 
could  open  and  conduct  a  business. 

An  effort  should  be  put  forth  to  increase  our  membership,  as  our  roll 
shows  only  about  thirty-three  per  cent  of  the  registered  druggists  in  the 
State.  The  best  results  cannot  be  attained  without  unity  and  without 
concerted  action  on  the  part  of  the  entire  profession. 

The  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  complete  adoption  and  employment 
of  the  National  Formulary  by  both  the  medical  and  drug  professions 
have  been  previously  discussed,  and  the  only  thought  which  I  have  to 
offer  is  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  holding  contemporaneous  meetings  of 
these  two  societies  at  the  same  place,  thereby  securing  a  conference,  at 
which  some  understanding  and  agreement  might  be  arrived  at. 

We  have  been  called  upon  during  the  year  to  mourn  the  deaths  of  two 
of  our  honored  and  beloved  charter  members:  A.  S.  Lee,  of  Raleigh,  who 
for  nine  years  occupied  the  office  of  Treasurer,  to  the  satisfaction  of  all, 
and  Richard  Duffy,  of  New  Berne.  Appropriate  memorials  have  been 
prepared  and  will  be  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

I  was  notified  by  trie  Secretary  very  late  in  the  season  of  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  MacNair  as  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Papers  and 
Queries.  It  being  incumbent  that  I  should  act  promptly  in  the  matter, 
to  avoid  further  delay  in  getting  out  the  announcement,  to  be  accom- 
panied by  the  customary  list  of  queries,  I  promoted  Mr.  E.  V.  Howell  to 
the  position,  he  being  already  the  second  member  of  the  committee,  and 
in  his  place  I  appointed  Mr.  B.  W.  Hunter,  of  Raleigh.  Upon  their 
acceptance    the    work    was    speedily  and  vigorously  prosecuted.     Useful 
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and  gratifying  results  must  surely  accrue  from  the  efforts  put  forth  in 
this  direction. 

Likewise  Mr.  John  P.  Stedman  only  a  few  days  ago  very  kindly  con- 
sented to  become  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests.  We 
may  safelv  expect  a  live  and  full  report  from  him. 

The  profession  in  this  State  derived  great  benefit,  and  received  an  im- 
petus calculated  to  stimulate  the  mind  and  energies  to  progressive  thought, 
by  the  visit  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  the  beautiful 
and  picturesque  city  of  Asheville  last  year.  An  opportunity  was  thus 
afforded,  which  many  availed  themselves  of,  to  become  members  of  this 
great  organization.  The  meeting  was  harmonious,  profitable  and  highly 
enjoyed.  From  appearances  the  entertainment  was  up  to  the  standard 
and  was  fullv  appreciated  by  the  visitors  in  attendance.  Our  own  meet- 
ing was  condensed  into  two  sessions  in  one  day  to  avoid  conflicting  in 
anywise. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
a  proposition  to  amend  our  By-Laws  in  such  a  way  as  to  resolve  the  pres- 
ent standing  committees  on  Trade  Interests  and  Papers  and  Queries  into 
sections,  to  be  styled  respectively  the  Mercantile1  Section  and  the  Scientific 
Section,  and  that  they  be  provided  with  secretaries  and  chairmen,  whose 
duties  it  shall  be  to  conduct  special  sessions  at  the  annual  meetings,  to 
be  set  apart  and  conducted  after  the  manner  of  the  sitting  of  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  for  the  informal  and  sole  consideration  and  elucidation  of 
all  the  procurable  and  accumulated  data  germane  to  these  distinctive  and 
very  important  branches.  If  favorably  received  I  predict  that  greater 
interest  will  be  awakened  and  freer  and  fuller  discussions  on  the  part  of 
the  attending  members  will  be  elicited,  inasmuch  as  the  work  in  hand 
could  be  carried  on  without  interruption. 

The  committees  as  constituted  have  been  diligent  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties;  and  likewise  have  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  manifested 
unusual  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work. 

If  I  have  severely  taxed  your  patience  I  have  done  so  under  the  belief 
that  the  exigencies  of  the  times  demanded  it. 

Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incident  to  the  high 
office  to  which  you  have  elevated  me  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  high  honor  conferred  and  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence  reposed 
in  me.  With  your  hearty  co  operation  I  confidently  expect  this,  the 
sixteenth  meeting  of  our  Association,  to  be  the  most  notable  in  the  history 
of  its  existence,  and  that  it  will  be  crowned  with  the  highest  success. 

Mr.    E.    M.    Nadal,   of  Wilson,    moved   that  the  address 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 
Motion  seconded  and  carried. 
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The  chairman  appointed  E.  M.  Nadal,  of  Wilson,  B.  E. 
Sedberry,  of  Fayetteville,  and  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  Oxford. 
The  President  resinned  the  chair. 
The  Secretary  read  his  annual  report  as  follows : 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation: 

Gentlemen:— Through  dilatoriness  on  the  part  of  others,  for  which 
he  is  not  accountable,  my  predecessor  was  prevented  from  getting  the 
manuscript  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  in  readiness  for  the 
printer  until  the  first  of  December.  Though  diligent  in  his  efforts  to  get 
them  printed  without  delay  they  were  not  ready  for  distribution  until 
about  the  20th  of  March,  at  which  time  they  were  received  by  your  present 
Secretary.  They  were  then  promptly  mailed  to  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, honorary  members,  officers  of  other  Associations,  and  leading  phar- 
maceutical journals.

A  communication  from  the  Atchison  Retail  Druggists' 
Association  was  read  by  the  Secretary  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Trade  Interests.  The  Atchison  Plan  is 
embodied  in  the  following  report  of  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  Atchison  Retail  Druggists  Association: 

THE  ATCHISON  PLAN. 

Atchison,  Kas.,  June  i,  1895. 

Gentlemen:— Your  committee  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report: 

Upon  investigation  we  find  that  there  are  a  number  of  manufacturers 
of  proprietary  goods  who  spend  a  large  amount  upon  advertising  their 
preparations,  thus  forcing  the  retail  druggists  to  handle  them,  and  then 
fix  a  jobbiug  price  at  a  figure  that  does  not  allow  him  an  adequate  mar- 
gin. While  the  expense  of  conducting  a  retail  business  varies  consider- 
ably we  believe  that  it  will  average  about  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
gross  sales.  Such  being  the  case,  an  article  that  pays  a  gross  profit  of 
twenty-five  per  cent.,  after  deducting  the  expense  of  doing  business,  in 
reality  pays  the  dealer  nothing. 

Now  it  is  the  sense  of  your  committee  that  no  patent  medicine  or  pro- 
prietary remedy  should  be  handled  by  us  at  a  smaller  discount  than 
thirty-three  per  cent,  from  the  re  1  ail  price,  and  in  fact  a  discount  of  forty 
per  ctnt.  would  Ik-  nearer  the  correct  thing,  and  would  still  leave  the 
manufacturer  a  many  times  greater  profit. 

We  realize  the  futility  of  petitions  and  supplications  to  a  class  of  men 
whom  while  they  depend  upon  us  to  do  almost  the  entire  work  of  distri- 
bution and  a  considerable  part  of  the  advertising  of  their  nostrums,  yet 
rut  our  profits  to  the  very  lowest  point,  and  often  still  farther  demoralize 
trade  by  selling  to  department  stores,  and  at  lower  prices  than  they  sell 
to  legitimate  dealers. 
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Fortunately  we  are  not  quite  powerless  against  the  rapacity  of  this 
class  of  robher,  and  if  the  various  retail  drug  associations  of  the  United 
States  will  join  us  (which  their  best  interest  it  seems  to  us  will  cause 
them  to  do)  we  can  very  soon  bring  Mr.  Manufacturer  to  a  realizing  sense 
of  his  duty  to  us,  and  compel  him  to  divert  a  portion  of  the  profit  which 
is  now  divided  between  the  newspapers  and  himself  into  the  pockets  of 
the  overworked  and  underpaid  retail  druggist. 

Your  committee  make  the  following  recommendations: 

(i).  That  whenever  a  proprietary  article  jobs  at  fess  than  one-third 
discount  from  the  retail  price  that  each  one  of  us,  individually  and 
through  our  employees,  use  every  legitimate  means  to  discourage  its  sale. 
This  may  be  done  in  various  ways,  of  which  the  following  are  a  few  that 
suggest  themselves: 

(2).  Never  recommend  an  article  or  by  accident  speak  a  good  word 
for  it.  Where  you  have  an  article  upon  the  shelves  of  equal  or  greater 
merit  that  does  not  belong  to  the  class  mentioned  always  suggest  it  to 
customers  as  possibly  more  desirable  than  that  of  the  obnoxious  brand. 

Always  see  that  every  particle  of  advertising  matter  of  the  tabooed 
class  is  destroyed  immediately  upon  entering  your  doors,  and  that  no 
printed  or  spoken  word  or  sign,  that  will  in  any  way  encourage  or  give 
prominence  to  them,  is  allowed  upon  your  premises.  See  that  the  articles 
themselves  are  kept  as  much  as  possible  in  the  background,  and  that  all 
sign  spaces  in  your  stores  are  occupied  by  the  advertisements  of  those 
manufacturers  that  recognize  your  interest  as  identical  with  their  own.  See 
that  the  above,  and  as  many  other  adverse  discriminations  as  you  can 
think  of,  are  religiously  and  conscientiously  enforced  against  the  class 
upon  your  premises  Have  these  resolutions  printed  and  forwarded  to  as 
many  of  the  retail  druggists'  associations  as  possible,  together  with  a  cir- 
cular-letter requestiug  them  to  aid  and  abet  us  for  our  mutual  interest. 
Also  see  that  the  matter  is  properly  presented  and  championed  before 
every  State  association  in  the  country  at  their  next  meeting,  and  that 
every  retail  druggist  in  the  conntry,  whether  he  belongs  to  an  association 
or  not,  be  solicited  and  occasionally  reminded  to  aid  in  the  movement. 

Have  the  matter  ventilated  and  agitated  by  all  the  drug  journals  of  the 
country,  constantly  and  continually. 

Have  a  list  of  the  obnoxious  remedies  printed  and  circulated  widely 
among  retail  dealers;  and  see  that  full  particulars  of  the  movement 
reach  the  ears  of  the  manufacturers,  and  that  they  are  frequently 
reminded  of  it. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  faithful  observance  of  these  tactics 
will  result  in  the  necessary  reforms,  and  if  after  a  faithful  trial  we  still 
find  the  abuse  unabated,  we  have  a  final  card  to  play  which  in  our  opinion 
is  a  sure  winner. 

It  is  by  introducing  into  the  Legislatures  of  the  various  States   an    act

compelling  the  various  manufacturers  to  either  print  upon  their  packages 
or  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State  the  formulas  of  their  compounds; 
same  to  be  subject  to  public-inspection. 

This  we  are  assured  would  be  legal  and  constitutional,  the  same  as  the 
adulterated  foods  act. 

Of  course  this  legislation  would  be  in  many  cases  defeated  by  the  efforts 
and  money  of  the  manufacturers,  but  at  an  expense  far  greater  than  the 
yielding  to  our  demands  for  a  fair  profit.  And  we  believe  that  a  knowl- 
edge by  the  manufacturers  that  we  hold,  and  if  pushed  to  it  will  use, 
this  club  will  result  in  the  concessions  which  we  justly  demand,  with 
the  introduction  of  a  single  act  into  the  Legislature  of  any  State.

The  Secretary  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Associa- 
tion the  action  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion at  Asheville  with  regard  to  the  present  unjust  position 
of  pharmacists  in  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy. 
Communications  from  Dr.  George  F.  Payne,  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  bearing  upon  this  subject  were  read  and  the 
following' resolutions  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  position  of  pharmacists  in  both  the  Army  and  Navy 
of  the  United  States  is  such  as  not  to  invite  nor  secure  the  services  of  the 
most  competent  men  for  this  important  work,  and  their  degraded  position 
in  the  United  States  service  compares  so  unfavorably  with  their  higher 
official  recognition  in  other  civilized  countries  that  it  would  appear  that 
we  are  less  careful  and  considerate  of  the  health  and  lives  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  than  other  countries;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  indorse  the  legislation  advocated  by 
the  committee  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  looking  to 
the  higher  official  recognition  of  pharmacists  in  our  Army  ami  Navy,  and 
respectfully  request  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use 
their  best  efforts  in  securing  the  passage  of  such  legislation  as  requested. 

A  communication  with  regard  to  apprentices  in  pharmacy 
from  Professor  Caspari  was  read,  and  the  following  reso- 
lutions of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  were, 
on  motion,  indorsed: 
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Rtsolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  no  person  should 
be  admitted  as  an  apprentice  in  pharmacy  unless  he  shall  have  given 
evidence,  by  satisfactorily  passing  a  preliminary  examination,  or  other- 
wise, that  he  possesses  a  general  education  sufficient  for  such  apprentice- 
ship, and  as  advanced  as  the  conditions  of  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the 
United  States  permit,  and  his  term  of  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  should 
in  no  case  be  counted  so  far  as  it  may  antedate  such  evidence  of  sufficient 
preliminary  education. 

Resolved,  That  the  period  of  apprenticeship  in  pharmacy  ought  not  to 
be  less  than  four  years,  including  the  time  devoted  by  the  apprentice  to 
regular  attendance  upon  the  course  of  instruction  in  a  pharmaceutical 
school. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  approves  of  the  establishment  of  a 
compulsory  curriculum  of  pharmaceutical  education,  and  holds  that  no 
person  should  be  regarded  as  a  qualified  pharmacist  who  has  not  pursued 
to  completion  a  systematic  course  of  instruction  in  Chemistry,  Pharmacog- 
nosy and  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  favors  the  repeal  of  the  clause  in  the 
present  tariff  law  exempting  alcohol  used  in  manufactures  from  internal 
revenue  taxation  on  the  ground  primarily  that  the  law  in  its  present  form 
would  inevitably  be  attended  with  gross  discrimination  against  the  retail 
druggist  and  great  resulting  loss  to  his  business  and  profession,  and  with 
no  material  advantage  to  the  people  to  compensate  for  the  serious  loss  to 
the  national  revenue  from  the  remission  of  the  said  tax. 

Resolved,  That  a  special  Committee  on  National  Legislation,  to  consist 
of  three  members,  be  appointed  with  authority  to  act  independently,  or 
in  co-operation  with  such  similar  committees  as  may  be  appointed  by 
other  Pharmaceutical  Associations,  in  behalf  of  measures  promotive  of 
the  interests  of  legitimate  pharmacy  and  the  retail  drug  trade  as  said 
interests  may  be  affected  by  national  legislation,  including  specifically 
the  said  law  relating  to  alcohol  taxation,  the  laws  concerning  trade- 
marks, copyrights  and  patents  as  related  to  medical  preparations,  and 
the  law  imposing  an  annual  tax  on  druggists  as  retail  liquor  dealers. 

Motion  unanimously  carried. 

The  President  appointed  as  Committee  on  National  Legis- 
lation Wm.  Simpson,  F.  W.  Hancock  and  L.  Richardson. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  on 
time  and  place  of  next  meeting  be  appointed. 
4 
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Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

The   President  stated  that  he  would  announce  the  com- 
mittee later. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bradley,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  wire  greetings  to  the  Rhode  Island  Pharmaceutical 
Association  in  session  at  Providence.  [The  Secretary  com- 
plied, and  on  his  return  to  his  home  in  Fayetteville  found 
the  following  telegram  in  response,  which  had  been  mis- 
directed: "Cordial  greetings  received  and  heartily  recipro- 
cated by  the  Rhode  Island  Pharmaceutical  Association. — 
W.  E.  Cates,  Sec' v."] 
.     On  motion,  the  Association  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  P.  m. 


SECOND  SESSION. 

Wednesday  Evening,  July  10,  1895. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  P.  M.  by  Presi- 
dent Bobbitt. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  by  the 
Secretary  and  approved. 

The  following  applications  for  membership  were  reported 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Han- 
cock, the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the 
Association  for  C.  D.  Bradham,  Geo.

A  letter  from  Mr.  William  Niestlie,  of  Wilmington,  was 
received,  read  and  ordered  filed. 

A  paper  on  the  "Hypothetical  Element  Phlogiston"  was 
read  by  Mr.  Augustus  Bradley,  of  Raleigh. 
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Mr.  E.  V.  Howell,  of  Rocky  Mount,  read  a  paper 
entitled  "Analysis  of  Sumac  Root." 

On  motion,  these  papers  were  ordered  to  take  the  usual 
course  for  publication.    (See  Papers). 

Mr.  Zoeller,  of  the  Committee  on  National  Formulary, 
reported  that  a  revision  of  that  work  was  in  progress  and 
if  not  already  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  it  soon  would  be. 

Mr.  Home  stated  that  the  committee  on  curtailment  of 
hours  spent  at  business  by  pharmacists,  having  encoun- 
tered unforeseen  difficulties,  had  concluded  to  refer  the 
matter  back  to  the  Association.  After  some  discussion  the 
opinion  seemed  to  prevail  that  the  best  solution  of  the 
matter  would  be  found  in  the  organization  of  Local  Asso- 
ciations in  towns  of  two  or  more  drug  stores. 

The  committee  was  requested  to  draft  resolutions  express- 
ive of  the  sentiment  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  Bradley,  of  Raleigh,  offered  resolutions  which  were 
modified  to  read  as  follows  and  adopted: 

Whereas,  There  are  fifty-oue  States  and  Territories  in  the  United 
States  having  pharmacy  laws  to  test  the  qualification  of  those  desiring  to 
practice  pharmacy; 

And  Whereas,  The  two  professions  of  pharmacy  and  medicine  have 
made  such  rapid  advancement  in  recent  years  as  to  be  regarded  as  distinct 
and  separate  professions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  disapproves  and  respectfully  protests 
against  the  practice  of  filling  the  pharmacy  departments  at  our  State 
institutions  with  other  than  legally  qualified  and  competent  pharmacists. 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  it  to  be  to  the  best  iuterest  of  these  institu- 
tions that  the  above  practice  be  discontinued. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions to  the  Boards  of  Directors  of  the  above  institutions. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  President's 
Address,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 
Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  very  interesting  address  of 
President  Bobbitt  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
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We  rejoice  with  him  to  know  that  the  Tablet  Triturate  fad  is  on  the 
decline,  and  will  hail  with  gladness  the  day  of  its  funeral.  We  would 
recommend  that  members  of  the  Association  discontinue  the  use  of  them 
as  much  as  possible. 

In  regard  to  the  tax  by  the  State  of  two  per  cent,  on  purchases  of  drugs 
and  seeds  your  committee,  in  consideration  of  the  facts  recently  devel- 
oped, would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed, 
fully  instructed  by  this  Association  as  to  its  wishes,  and  empowered  to 
employ  counsel  and  make  a  fight  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Associa- 
ciation  in  conjunction  with  any  others  who  may  wish  to  joiu  with  us. 

That  part  of  the  address  referring  to  the  "strengthening  of  the  existing 
imperfect  registration  laws"  we  would  respectfully  refer  to  the  Committee 
on  Legislation.  As  to  the  National  Pharmacy  Commission  recommended 
by  President  Patch  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  your 
committee  would  say  that,  while  favoring  the  assembling  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  different  Associations  and  establishing  a  National  Board, 
by  which  the  certificate  granted  by  one  State  could  be  used  anywhere, 
they  look  with  jealous  eye  upon  the  passing  by  Congress  of  a  National 
Pharmacy  Law  as  but  another  encroachment  upon  the  rights  of  the 
States. 

The  question  of  free  alcohol  has  already  been  acted  upon  by  our  Asso- 
ciation. 

To  so  much  of  the  address  as  pertains  to  education  we  would  suggest  that 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  upon  the  same  subject  be  accepted 
as  the  report  of  this  committee. 

As  to  the  exhibiting  of  the  certificate  conspicuously  in  the  store  your 
committee  fully  agree,  and  would  refer  the  same  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation.     Also  the  subject  of  two  grades  of  certificates. 

The  question  of  an  increase  in  our  membership  the  committee  would 
refer  to  the  Association. 

The  adoption  of  the  National  Formulary  your  committee  cannot  urge 
too  strongly  upon  the  members;  but  as  to  the  meeting  of  the  Medical 
Society  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  at  the  same  time  and  place 
your  committee  fail  to  see  any  good  results  to  be  derived  therefrom. 

In  regard  to  the  dividing  of  the  Committees  on  Trade  Interests  and 
Papers  and  Queries  into  sections  your  committee  think  the  attendance 
upon  our  meetings  is  as  yet  too  small  for  such  a  division.

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THIRD    SESSION. 

Thursday  Morning,  July  n,  1895. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at 
10:30  A.  M. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  through  Mr.  John 
P.  Stedman,  Chairman,  reported  as  follows: 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  would  report  that  after  a  careful 
investigation  we  believe  the  Revenue  Act  of  1895  to  be  null  and  void.  We 
have  it  from  those  well  known  in  the  legal  profession  that  the  act  has 
never  been  signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  or  the  President  of  the 
Senate.  The  Supreme  Court  has  decided  in  the  well-known  case  of  Scar- 
boro  vs.  Robinsou  that  though  a  bill  passes  the  Legislature  it  is  not  an 
act  unless  it  is  ratified;  and  in  the  "mortgage  law"  case  quite  recently  it 
declared  that  though  the  act  did  not  pass  the  Legislature  it  was  a  law 
because  of  its  ratification,  and  the  Court  could  not  go  behind  the  signa- 
tures of  the  presiding  officers  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Thus  we  find  the  test  of  law  is  ratification.  To  make  it  plainer,  if  an 
act  is  ratified  it  is  a  law;  if  an  act  is  not  ratified  it  is  not  a  law. 

We  recommend  to  the  Association  that  a  committee  be  appointed  and 
empowered  to  secure  the  services  of  a  first-rate  lawyer  to  thoroughly 
investigate  this  matter,  aud  if  it 'is  established  beyond  doubt  that  this  act 
has  not  been  ratified  then  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  it  declared 
null  and  void  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  our  State  and  thus  rid  us  of  a  bur- 
den and  injustice  greater  than  any  ever  before  put  upon  us. 

We  believe  that  it  is  time  to  show  to  the  people  of  the  State  that  we 
are  united,  and  prove  that  we  know  our  rights  and  will  maintain  them. 

Every  druggist  has  on  hand  proprietary  preparations  that  are  unsalable 
in  his  town,  while  they  may  be  in  demand  in  another  place.  We  would 
suggest  that  a  list  of  these  articles  be  furnished  the  Secretary  four  times 
a  year  (say  the  first  of  October,  January,  April  and  July),  aud  that  he 
have  them  printed  aud  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Association  who 
is  a  proprietor,  aud  that  with  each  list  a  fee  of  25  cents  be  inclosed  to  pay 
cost  of  publication  and  distribution.  To  illustrate:  A  druggist  in  one 
part  of  the  State  finds  he  has  on  hand  a  lot  of  patent  medicines  for  which 
he  has  no  sale;  they  are  placed  on  the  list  and  a  dealer  in  another  part 
of  the  State,  who  has  sale  for  such  patent  medicines,  learns  by  correspond- 
ence with  the  party  who  is  anxious  to  dispose  of  "dead  stock"  that  he 
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can    make    an    exchange  of  goods  or  buy  at  reduced  prices.     Thus  are 
both  the  buyer  and  seller  benefited. 

Other  State  Associations  will  no  doubt  adopt  our  scheme,  and  soon  we 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  exchanging  all  over  the  country.  We  trust 
that  this  matter,  presented  in  a  crude  form,  may  be  thoroughly  discussed 
and  a  plan  perfected  to  be  carried  out  at  once.  It  means  dollars  and 
cents  to  dealers. 

We  heartily  indorse  the  purport  of  the  plan  offered  by  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Atchison  Retail  Druggists'  Association,  and  especially 
their  first  and  second  recommendations.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  by  the  President  of  this  Asso- 
ciation to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  reports  of  the  Committees 
ou  the  President's  Address  and  "Trade  Interests."  first  ascertain  whether 
or  not  the  Revenue  Act  has  been  properly  ratified,  and  if  it  shall  ascer- 
tain that  the  act  has  not  been  ratified  that  they  be  empowered  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  have  the  same  declared  null  and  void. 
And  that  the  committee  be  authorized  to  raise  such  a  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Adopted  unanimously. 

Mr.  Home,  chairman  of  committee  to  formulate  a  plan 
for  shortening  the  hours  at  business,  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  that  the  best  means  of  shortening  the  hours  of  confinement 
and  labor  of  the  overworked  druggist,  and  of  correcting  many  other 
existing  evils,  will  be  found  in  the  organization  of  Local  Associations. 
We  suggest  that  the  senior  druggist  in  each  town  or  county  invite  all 
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resident  pharmacists  to  join  in  a  meeting  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
object.

varieties  of  fish  it  was  because  of  a  delicate  consideration 
for  the  feelings  of  their  companions. 

One  gentleman  had  been  seized  with  an  irrepressible  desire 
to  catch  a  shark  of  huge  proportions,  and  had  provided 
himself  with  a  rope  attached  to  which  was  a  hook  somewhat 
approximating  an  anchor  in  magnitude.  At  intervals  dur- 
ing the  meeting  he  had  caught  innumerable  trout,  black- 
fish,  croakers  (whose  dismal,  uncongenial  sounds  he  would 
not  tolerate  a  moment),  and  sharks  of  ordinary  dimensions.

The  members  generally  took  the  next  morning's  train  for 
their  homes.  A  few  could  not  resist  the  temptation  to 
remain  longer.  Thus  ended  a  very  pleasant  vacation  and 
an  interesting  and  important  meeting.

ANALYSIS  OF  SUMAC  ROOT.*

The  collection  and  sale  of  sumac  for  dyeing  and  tanning  purposes  has 
become  no  small  industry  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  The  amount 
collected  annually  in  Virginia  alone  for  preparing  the  extract  used  by 
tanners  and  dyers  is  between  eight  and  nine  thousand  tons.  The  bark 
and  leaves  are  employed  for  this  purpose. 

Although  the  Virginia  sumac  yields  from  six  to  eight  per  cent,  more 
tannin  than  the  European  variety,  yet  the  latter  variety  is  preferred  in  this 
country.  The  Sicilian  sumac  is  used  in  making  fine  white  leather  used 
for  gloves  and  fancy  shoes  and  slippers,  while  the  use  of  the  American 
sumac  gives  the  product  an  undesirable  yellowish  color  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  quercitrin.  This  coloring  matter  is  present  to  a  greater  extent 
in  the  American  variety.  The  root  contains  very  little  coloring  matter; 
hence  this  analysis  was  undertaken  to  find  the  per  cent,  of  tannin  in  the 
root,  and  also  the  variety  of  tannin.  Two  lots  were  analyzed — one  from 
Pennsylvania  and  one  from  North  Carolina — both  giving  practically  the 
same  results.  Quercitrin  was  found  to  be  present,  giving  characteristic 
reaction  with  ferric  chloride;  *.  e.,  dark  green  color.  On  boiling  with 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  it  split  up,  the  solution  giving  an  orange-yellow  pre- 
cipitate with  solution  lead  acetate.  A  solution  of  quercitrin  reduced 
solutions  of  chloride  of  gold  and  nitrate  of  silver. 

It  was  found  that  although  the  tannin  of  root  is  light-colored  and  well 
adapted  to  tanning  glove  material,  etc.,  and  that  the  root  occurs  in  ex- 
tremely large  quantities,  yet,  because  of  the  destruction  to  the  plant  and 
the  low  per  cent,  of  tannin  present,  it  can  hardly  be  profitably  utilized. 

The  roots  were  stripped  of  their  bark,  and  both  bark  and  woody  por- 
tion, after  proper  drying  and  powdering,  were  analyzed  separately.  The 
tannin  was  estimated  from  the  bark  of  the  fresh  root  gathered  after  the 
flowers  had  died  (about  October  18th),  when  it  is  thought  the  plant  yields 
the  largest  per  cent,  of  tannin.     The  following  is  the  result  of  the  analysis:

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TANNIN. 

Extracted  by  the  following  way  it  was  found  to  be  of  a  very  light  color: 

1.  Decoction  precipitate  with  lead  acetate  washed;  allowed  to  stand 
twenty-four  hours  with  water.  Filtered,  taken  up  with  water,  saturated 
with  hydrogen  sulphide,  warmed  and  filtered.  Filtrate  was  warmed  to 
rid  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  shaken  up  with  acetic  ether,  which  was 
recovered,  and  the  tannin  obtained. 

2.  Powdered  drug  percolated  with  acetone,  acetone  distilled  off  under 
reduced  pressure,  water  added  and  filtered;  shaken  with  ether,  separated 
and  tannin  portion  reshaken  with  acetic  ether,  from  which  the  tannin 
was  obtained. 

Prepared  either  way  a  solution  gave  the  following  results,  indicating  a 
gall  tannin  differing  from  the  oak  tannins:

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THE  HYPOTHETICAL  ELEMENT  PHLOGISTON.

An  element  being  the  simplest  part  of  which  anything  may  consist, 
may  therefore  be  either  animate  or  inanimate. 

The  revelations  of  the  telescope  and  microscope  consist  of  elements; 
they  make  np  all  matter,  whether  their  existences  be  solid,  liquid,  or 
gaseous,  and  cannot  be  destroyed,  nor  transmuted  into  another. 

The  chemists  of  to-day  claim  the  existence  of  some  seventy  kinds  of 
distinct  elements,  embracing  all  the  forms  in  which  matter  can  exist. 
These  elements  are  neither  metaphysical  nor  mystical.  They  do  not 
diminish  in  weight  in  consequence  of  any  chemical  change,  and  are 
supposed  to  be  incapable  of  decomposition. 

There  has  always  been  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  proper  applica- 
tion of  the  name  element. 

The  ancient  Grecian  philosophers  assumed  the  existence  of  four  ele- 
ments, viz.:  Earth,  air,  water,  and  fire.  Their  use  of  these  words  was 
much  different  from  ours  of  to-day.  Their  earth  was  applied  to  any- 
thing that  was  solid;  their  water  to  that  which  was  liquid;  their  air  to 
that  which  was  gaseous;  their  fire  to  that  which  had  energy  and  force. 

The  alchemists  also  differed.  They  had  three  elements,  viz.:  Sulphur, 
salt,  and  mercury.  Their  sulphur  was  a  mystical  principle  of  inflamma- 
bility; their  salt  denoted  solubility;  their  mercury  was  the  supposed  prin- 
ciple of  metalleity. 

The  chemists  of  the  eighteenth  century  conjured  up  an  element  which 
they  named  phlogiston,  and  this  constitutes  the  subject  of  this  paper. 

The  very  old  dictionaries  define  this  word  as  the  supposed  principle  of 
inflammability,  or  the  matter  of  fire  in  composition  with  other  bodies;  an 
hypothetical  element,  supposed  to  be  pure  fire  fixed  in  combustible  bodies 
in  order  to  distinguish  it  from  fire  in  action  or  in  a  state  of  liberty. 

The  origin  of  this  old  term  should  be  credited  to  Processor  Stahl,  who 
contrived  and  first  applied  it.  Although  this  great  man  conceived  the 
idea  of  this  term  he  did  not  comprehend  the  whole  of  the  facts  relative 
to  combustion  well  enough  to  employ  it  successfully  in  explaining  the 
phenomena  of  nature.  His  explanations  were  consequently  indistinct; 
and  the  incorrect  use  and  application  of  the  term  obscured  in  some 
degree  the  science  it  was  calculated  to  enlighten.  He  supposed  the  prin- 
ciple to  be  pure  fire  fixed  in  combustible  bodies  in  order  to  distinguish 
it  from  fire  in  action  or  in  a  state  of  liberty.  His  successors  rendered 
the  doctrine  of  phlogiston  not  only  dubious  but  almost  ridiculous  by 
the  injudicious  and  forced  applications  of  his  principles.     This  was  the 
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state  of  opinion  about  it  when  the  Academicians  of  Paris  published  their 
nomenclature  of  chemistry  ill  1787  and  left  out  the  name  of  phlogiston 
entirely.  Since  that  time  they  and  their  followers  deny  that  there  is  any 
such  thing,  and  refused  to  make  any  use  of  the  word. 

In  1789  the  doctrine  of  the  justly  celebrated  chemist,  Lavoisier,  was 
supposed  to  have  overturned  the  phlogistic  hypothesis  altogether.  Lavoi- 
sier then  criticised  very  severely  the  distinguished  chemists  who  consid- 
ered the  phlogiston  of  Professor  Stahl  as  nothing  more  than  hydrogen, 
as  that  celebrated  chemist  had  admitted  the  presence  of  phlogiston  in 
sulphur,  phosphorus,  and  all  metals  that  exhibit  flame  as  it  consumes. 
His  followers  of  course  were  obliged  to  admit  that  they  believed  these 
substances  contained  li3Tdrogen,  and  as  their  supposition  could  not  be 
proven  Lavoisier's  doctrine  prevailed.  * 

Preistley  and  other  noted  disciples  of  the  old  school  refused  to  accept 
the  doctrine  of  Lavoisier.  However  the  word  passed  out  of  use  until  the 
restoration  of  it  by  Dr.  Mitchell,  who  placed  it  in  the  nomenclature  and 
applied  to  it  a  definite  meaning,  which  is  the  base  of  inflammable  air  and 
the  material  of  flame  or  blaze.  He  expunged  hydrogen  from  the  nomen- 
clature and  put  phlogiston  in  its  place,  and  claimed  that  whatever  con- 
tained hydrogenous  air  contained  phlogiston.  This  he  further  considered 
to  be  a  kind  of  gaseous  fluid  exhaled  from  metals,  inflaming  as  it  escaped; 
hence  the  inflammability  of  sulphur,  phosphorus,  etc. 

Phlogiston  in  the  days  of  its  use  was  supposed  to  be  a  hypothetical 
element,  evidently  not  well  understood  by  its  users.  It  is  now  considered 
to  be  nothing  more  than  hydrogen. 


THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

AS  REVISED  AUGUST  8th  AND  9th,  1888. 


CONSTITUTION, 


ARTICLE  I. — NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE   II.— OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists 
and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and 
improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE    III  —OFFICERS. 

The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary 
shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE    IV.  — LIFE    MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE   V.— AMENDING   CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at 
the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE   I.— DUTIES   OF    OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberate  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate 
all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort 
to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during 
the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy 
of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  Presideut  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their 
names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the 
editing,  publishiug  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  uotify  all 
members  four  weeks  in  advauce  of  each  annual  meetiug,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds 
of  the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  accept- 
able to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the 
certificates  of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  names,  residences  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member,  and  furnish 
a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the  Secretary 
for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  membership.  He 
shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  Presideut,  and  at  each 
annual  meetiug  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account 
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ARTICLE   II. — OF  COMMITTEES. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees:  Au  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  and  a 
Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  Proceed- 
ings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such  mem- 
bers who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years. 
They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members.  At  least  one 
copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ters of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  reports 
and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities  as  they 
may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be 
read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the 
Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  conven- 
ient for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report  a  proper  number 
of  questions  of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may 
advance  the  interests  of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as 
many  such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable; 
and  in  other  ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— of  membership. 

Section  i.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  ihis  State,  of  which 
satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

SECTION  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing, 
with  the  indorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said 
Committee;  if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  elec- 
tion, they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
on  ballot. 

Section  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  removing  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  regarded 
as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  such 
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failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  dropping  the 
name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership.  Associate 
members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to  contribute 
to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual  coutri- 
bution^for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members  shall  be 
considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  improper  con- 
duct by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  merhbers  present  at  any  annual 
meeting. 

Section  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  coutribution.  Any  one  in 
arrears  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  one 
neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable 
to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section 
of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed  by  the 
President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  Ex-members, 
who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to  reunite  with  the 
Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  pay- 
ing into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when 
they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year;  whereupon  their 
names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Section  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  questiou. 

article  iv. — OF  meetings. 

Section  i.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of  this 
from  any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve 
upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
take  the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected 
by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Section  3.   Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE    V.  —OF    DELEGATES. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alter- 
nates.

CODE   OF   ETHICS. 


ADOF»XED   1SS2. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  con- 
sidering it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in 
regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby 
agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

i.  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for 
all  officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in 
exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  pro- 
cess more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended 
to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in 
accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulae  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other  when 
requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  deroga- 
tory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences, 
we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  com- 
petition or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be 
obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  apothe- 
cary or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  ma}-  come  to  his 
knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  consumed 
in  preparation  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  local 
and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different 
establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neigh- 
bors with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring  the 
wide-spread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  iusidi- 
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ous  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of 
our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of 
allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as 
degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all 
times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous 
abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other,  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice 
who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given 
letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall 
divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance 
of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer 
entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken  from 
the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own 
defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or  expelled 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER 
OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHAR- 
MACY. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  July  1,  1895. 
To  his  Excellency,  Elias  Carr,  Governor, 

SIR: — lu  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law 
governing  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  this  State,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  report  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1895. 

The  thirty-sixth  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Asheville  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  August  31  and 
September  1,  1894.  Present:  Messrs.  Zoeller,  Wearn, 
Vaughan,  Royster  and  Simpson.  This  was  the  first  ap- 
pearance of  Messrs.  Vaughan  and  Royster,  the  former  suc- 
ceeding Mr.  Home,  whose  term  had  expired,  and  the  latter 
rilling  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Rowland.  Both  were 
welcomed  to  seats  in  the  Board,  At  this  meeting  ten  can- 
didates for  license  to  practice  pharmacy  appeared  for  exami- 
nation, only  four  of  whom  were  found  entitled  to  certifi- 
cates of  proficiency,  viz.:

Of  the  above  several  appeared  for  the  second  time.  Some 
had  not  completed  the  three  3'ears'  practical  experience 
required  by  law,  and  their  certificates  were  withheld  until 
the  time  had  been  served. 

It  has  been  asked  what  good  is  our  pharmacy  law  doing, 
and  what  advantage  is  it  to  the  profession  ?  While  it  is 
true  that  the  law  has  not  been  enforced  as  thoroughly  as  it 
might  have  been,  owing  to  the  fact  that  pharmacists,  as  a 
rule,  dislike  to  appear  either  as  prosecutors  or  witnesses 
against  violators  of  the  law,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the 
law  itself  is  defective  in  some  respects,  yet  material  advance- 
ment has  been  made  in  raising  the  standard  of  pharmacy 
throughout  the  State,  and  certainly  it  is  far  in  advance  of 
what  it  was  before  pharmacy  laws  were  enacted. 

To  the  first  part  of  the  question  I  will  say  that  it  has 
done  much  good,  especially  in  causing  the  young  men  who 
come  up  for  examination  to  prepare  themselves  for  it,  and 
as  a  consequence  the  class  of  candidates  now  applying  are 
much  better  qualified,  educationally,  than  those  who  came 
before  the  Board  in  former  years.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  law  was  not  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the  phar- 
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raacist,  but  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  and  in  this 
respect  it  has  proven  beneficial  in  that  it  has  been  the 
means  of  compelling  young  men  to  qualify  themselves  for 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  profession.  The  pub- 
lic, therefore,  is  benefited  to  that  extent.  The  standard  of 
qualification  is  gradually  being  advanced,  so  that  the 
ignorant  and  incompetent  will  be  excluded  and  the  public 
get  the  services  of  educated  and  skilled  pharmacists  in  the 
future. 

I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  registered  pharma- 
cists to  the  importance  of  iu forming  me  of  any  change  of 
residence  on  their  part,  at  the  same  time  giving  the  name 
of  their  former  as  well  as  their  new  address.  This  courtesy 
on  their  part  will  save  the  Secretary  much  useless  corre- 
spondence.

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PHARMACY   ACT, 

(As  Amended  Jan.  27,  1S91). 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
be  associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  and  the  same 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the 
right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold 
real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies 
corporate  and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws 
of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  the  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement. 
to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec  :;.  [t  shall  be  unlawful  from  andafter  the  passage  of  this  act,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmacist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or 
store  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or 
for  any  one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  pre- 
scription except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom 
salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  origi- 
nal packages,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  I.  Any  person,  in  order  to  lie  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of 
some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy;  or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years' 
practical  experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and 
in  compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  he  a  licen- 
tiate of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  or  one 
who  is  or  has  been  a  practicing  physician  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  •">.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this 
act,  on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after 
its  ]ia-sa<_re,  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be 
created  by  this  act  that  they  have  had  three  (3)  years'  practical  experi- 
ence in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compound- 
ing and  vending  medicines  ami  poisons:  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
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tion  shall  apply  to  any  person  in  business  on  his  own  account  nor  to 
those  who  are,  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing 
physicians.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three  years'  expe- 
rience in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  have  been 
prepared,  and  shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  of  this  State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without 
further  examination,  the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy 
as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members— from  whom  the 
Governor  selects  rive— who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice 
of  pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse, 
fraud,  adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper 
State  authorities  and  to  the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the 
Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  In  cases  of  failure  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination  without 
the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of 
the  Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  they  indi- 
vidually reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faith- 
fully to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  and  within  thirty  days  there- 
after meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  said  Board.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  other 
members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  as  required  in  Section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least 
once  annually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may  require.  The 
Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  -the  Board  not  less  than  ten  days' 
notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for  exami- 
nation in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish  their  rights 
to  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  said  Board  shall  be  a  bonded  officer  held  in 
bond  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  made  to  the  said  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  said  Association. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  keep  a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of 
all  persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  the  application  of  such  facts  in  the  case 
as  he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application.  The  fee  for  registration  of 
proprietors  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of 
others  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.     The  Secretary  shall  give  receipts  for 
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all  moneys  received  by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy;  and  any  sur- 
plus shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  salary  of  the  Sec- 
retary shall  be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for 
examination  and  registration.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  during  which  he  is 
engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the 
notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the 
Board  reasonable  grounds  of  complaint.  The  Board  is  hereby  empow- 
ered to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  will  find  necessary  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines 
he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original 
packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medi- 
cines"; and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulter- 
ated, or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs, 
chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from 
the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the 
practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days 
preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  regis- 
tered pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this 
section,  and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  i'.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  except  as  provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Sched- 
ules A  and  1!,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate, 
red  precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocy- 
anic acid,  strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  mix  vomica,  henbane,  savin. 
ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceuti- 
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cal  preparations,  croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paregoric 
and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the 
ounce,  and  other  poisons,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box, 
vessel  or  paper  in  which  said  poison  is  contained  with  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and 
cross-bones,  and  the  name  of  the  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in 
said  Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  is  found  that  the 
purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be 
used  for  a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  lie  lawful  for  any  person  to 
sell  any  poison  included  in  Schedule *A  without,  before  delivering  the 
same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name 
of  the  dispenser— such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities  for 
inspection.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dis- 
pensing of  poisons  in  usual  doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or 
interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not 
keep  open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  busi- 
ness of  wholesale  dealers,  excepting  Section  9,  and  the  penalties  of  its 
violation. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  willful  neglect,  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business, 
by  any  person  or  persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who 
shall  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered 
pharmacist,  or  any  dealer  in  medicines,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dis- 
pensing of  poison,  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  State, 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  consti- 
tute the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  respectively. 
as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  "  The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annu- 
ally thereafter  elect  a  pharmacist  from  their  number  to  fill  the  vacancy 
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annually  occurring  in  said  Board.  Said  pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years 
and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  said  Board  shall  elect  in  his  place  a  pharmacist 
who  is  a  member  of  said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term." 

Sec.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties 
respectively  where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be 
committed. 

Six.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  5  and  8  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  for  examination,  as  provided  in  Section  5  of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  be  quoted  under  the  title  of  the 
••  Pharmacy  Act  of  1881." 

Sec.  IS.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next.     Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1881. 


Note. — The  amendments  to  the  above  act  (which  is  the  act  as  it  appears  in  The 
Code,  Chapter  34,  Vol.  II)  operate  so  as  to  prevent  physicians  per  se  from  acting  as 
pharmacists  in  towns  of  more  than  Soo  inhabitants.  These  amendments  are  to  be 
found  in  Chapter  24,  Laws  of  1891.
